the jury was dead-locked, with no 
chance for an agreem ent.

appeal will be filed by Attorneys Ford 
and Lobdeli, who represent Mr. Giles.

(Conditions in the several circles of 
Decatur are said to be in general 
need of i m p r o v e m e n t and they ought 
to be speedily tightened up. 
The 
circles, if rightly and honestly man 
aged, are serviceable organizations to 
the farmer and lie should not permit 
of their being niis-treated by a man 
here and there who is possessed of 
an unfair motive. 
Circle eggs in a 
successful, well managed organization 
will secure to a farmer an averag • 
of fifteen cents a dozen better price 
and sometimes will exceed that high 
profit.

tanner for every year of the seventeen years that he 
has been in Wise County. 
‘•I spent many hours flat on my stomach in my cotton 
ercp in the broiling sun studying the habits of the 
weevil,” said Mr. Washburn, 
"i went at night with a 
iantern to study what the weevil was doing at night. 
I planted cotton in my door yard where I could have it 
convenient for experimenting with certain methods of 
lighting which I had figured out and to see what effect 
thickens would have in warring the weevil. 
I flailed 
this cotton with brushes and fed my chickens in it to 
see what the effect would be. 
“Down in my field I designated and marked two 
stalks of cotton and daily as I went by there I gave the 
stalks a kick with my foot and in the fall one of these 
stalks had put on twelve well-filled bolls and the other 
eighteen, while on all the stalks all around there was 
nothing. 
The weevils had cleaned the crop. 
“Ten years ago my neighbor planted fifty-two acres 
of cotton. 
The same year on identical the kind of land 
I planted forty-six. 
My neighbor quit his cotton before 
July 4th, plowed it the last time and laid it by this 
early. 
I put some chain hobbles on my cultivator that 
would drag over the rows and kept up the cultivation 
of my crop all the way thru the month of August, up 
until the time when the bolls began to crack open. 
I 
picked twenty-two bales from my crop and my neighbor 
picked seven and one-half bales from his. 
“I have had so many different experiences with fight­ 
ing the pest that I stand absolutely convinced that a 
man can make a cotton crop if he wants to and will 
fight hard enough from the very earliest date in the 
season clear on thru the year until the crop is made 
and safe. 
I tell my farmer friends that they can raise 
cotton if they want to bad enough and will1 fight. Fight 
with a brush, or a pole, or sacks or hobbles on the 
cultivator that will drag over and agitate the plants. 
I believe in agitation, constant agitation, never letting 
up, the oftener the better, every day if possible, at least 
twice every week. 
“Last year and this I am using the Hitt catcher. 
I 
like it for many reasons. 
It is comenient to use, cheap, 
safe and dependance, and it forever kills the weevils 
and the eggs on the punctured squares it catches. 
"One year my wife and myself and children gathered 
the punctured squares by hand and destroyed them, 
and that year we made all the cotton wtp wanted. 
“So my message to the farmer is to fight, wage an 
urj-ening war and he m a y raise cotton and be prosper­ 
ous. 
Don't think it can be done any other way in the 
face of this pest for it can not. 
I have lived in two 
sections where the weevil, unfought and unmolested, 
destroyed everything. 
But farmers in Wise County can 
assuredly raise cotton if they will try. 
Tne trouble is 
that, as a rule, the^quit the crop too quickly and turn 
jf over to the weevils to clean up. 
By that road lies 
poverty and hardship.” 


Used Sauk Saturated with Oil to Fight Pest. 
“I used in fighting the weevil last year a saek sat­ 
urated with oil attached to the cultivator so that it 
would drag over the plants and that is the method I 
shall follow again. I made half a bale to the acre when 
the average in my neighborhood was only one-quarter. 
I attribute my better yield to the use of the sack and 
my method of preparing the ground for the planting. 
Early in the season last year some neighbors became 
discouraged and plowed up their cotton and planted the 
land to other crops but I kept on with the above result. 
The man who will watch his crop, get up and fight will 
make some cotton anyhow.”

Used Four Mitt .Machines with Great Success.

Makes H alf-Bale Cotton to the Acre. 
“In the year of I ft21 the boll weevil destroyed the 
cotton on my place but we planted again last. >ear. We 
bought two Hitt weevil- catchers to begin with and 
hoped by their aid to make a crop. 
Early in August 
the cotton was doing well and I was busy rebuilding a 
barn that a storm had torn down, having some of my 
neighbors to help me. 
A rain came at this date and 
shortly after I was advised by one of my neighbors who 
walked thru a sixteen-acre field of cotton to reach my 
place that the plants were literally swarming with 
weevils. 
I Investigated and found the report true; 
weevils were running over the plants Ilk*- ants and I 
decided they had been blown in there by the storm. 
I hitched up two rigs with the catchers attached and 
put my children to going over the crop, and in order to 
adjust the machine I went the first two rounds myself 
and I estimated that I caught in the oil of the pans an 
average of not less than three hundred weevils to the 
row. 
The children kept up the work and said that the 
average of three hundred weevils to the row was main­ 
tained thruout the field. 
When they had finished the 
job I sent them over the field again and this time not 
getting many weevils, I concluded the catchers had 
pretty well cleaned the pest the first run. 
I gathered 
seven and one-half bales of cotton off the field and I 
am certain that I would not have gotten anything had 
I not fought the weevils.”

Continual Disturbance of W eevil Beneficial. 
“In 1922 there was a three-acre parch of cotton on 
the edge of the town of Boyd. 
It was so situated that 
people living on the outskirts of town walked thru the 
patch daily going to and from town, making a trail 
running counterwise to the rows. 
In the fall a fin*1 
yield of cotton appeared on the cotton for a strip of 
four feet wide on each side of the trail, making aD 
eight-foot strip of good cotton in a patch, the remainder 
of which was absolutely cleaned up by the boll weevil. 
My conclusion is that the pedestrians walking the trail 
kept the plants on each side disturbed and thus inter­ 
fered with the ravaging and breeding functions of the 
weevil. 
It appears to me that any mannei if persistent 
agitation of the plants will help abate the weevil dam­ 
age, the oft* nor the better.”

Costs of education are mounting. 
A higher percentage of the popula­ 
tion is being enrolled in high schools 
yearly. 
Each year mo-c communities 
a re demanding opportunity for their 
children for a high school training. 
T h e people are demanding that the 
liigli schools offer a wider range in 
•courses of study sp that tile interests 
o f students having other than college 
preparatory aims be* met. 
Can we 
finance tin- program? 
We can thru 
•elimination of tile small high school. 
We can not if we attempt lo maintain 
•effective high schools for fifteen or 
xtwentx pupils. 
Cities maintain effec­ 
tiv e high schools at per-pupil costs 
"within reason, simply because they 
have a large number of pupils. Union 
high schools in the west offer country 
children as good facilities for high 
school training as the best of our 
•cities at reasonable per-pupil costs 
because schools serve large numbers 
of pupils. 
Many country high schools 
in the south are providing good facil­ 
ities at a reasonable cost for the 
isame reason. 
W here tile small district attempts 
Tic support a high schoor Tor a few 
p upils the cost is prohibitive. 
Two 
-high schools in a western state for 
rn he year 1921 reported per-pupil costs 
of over one thousand dollars. 
The 
c ountry can not finance such a pro­ 
gram as this. 
Careful organization 
tin the interest of economy as well as 
•effectiveness is becoming more and 
more a necessity,

The United States departm ent of 
agriculture gives some figures ou the 
quantities of milk that may be fed to 
calxes at different anes. 
At birth a 
Iii tv pound calf needs about eight 
pounds a day, while a hundred-pound 
calf xxiii use twelve pounds. 
Under­ 
feeding at the start, says tile depart­ 
ment, is better than oxer-feeding, 
some beginners make the mistake of 
giving the call all it wants. 
This 
would probably be a good practice it 
the calf were fed every two or three 
hours, as is the case when it runs 
with the cow. 
However, 
when a 
young calf has been without feed for 
from eight to twelve hours there is 
danger that it will gorge itself if 
allowed 
to consume all it wants, 
which may cause digestive trouble. 
A uniform temperature of about 
ninety degrees fahrenheit is necessary 
if tile milk is to agree with the calf 
and produce the hest results. 
S o m e 
feeders attempt to make up for any 
lack in quality of the milk by increas­ 
ing the quantity. 
For instance, they 
will feed much more skimmed milk 
than the whole milk in the belief that 
the increased quantity will make up 
for the lack of butter fat. 
Til is is 
wrong, as the same rule about over­ 
feeding holds good with the skimmed 
milk as with the whore milk. 
If, on account of age, souring or 
dirt, tile quality of the milk is poor, 
the quantity should Le reduced rather 
than increased. The calf will not lose 
so much in development thru a reduc­ 
tion iii feed as he would from disges- 
tive dis orders. 
A calf often can take 
! a relatively small quantity of had 
! milk for long periods and hold its 
| own a nd even make small gains when 
a larger portion would cause some 
j digestive trouble and even endanger 
the anim al’s life.

Don’t forget that velvet beans are 
very valuable for forage and soil 
improvement in that part of Texas 
in which the summer rainfall is fairly 
abundant. 
In many sections of Texas 
the velvet bean will furnish more 
grazing and organic m atter to turn 
under than any other legume crop 
we can grow. 
It serins especially 
adapted to poor sandy soils, and will 
make a larger growth on poor soils 
than the cow-pea, provided it gets 
the moisture. 
On the other hand, 
where the summers are usually dry, 
cow peas will give more satisfactory 
results than velvet be«*ns. 
Cow-peas 
are uncertain iii their production of 
grain and there velvet beans do well 
they make a better grazing crop for 
hogs than cow peas. 
Soy beans are 
really the hest crop Tor hogs in the 
three, but they have not given good 
results in Texas. 
Tests indicate that the early speck­ 
led velvet bean is the best variety to 
plant in Texas. 
In planting the crop, 
corn or sorghum is used to support 
the 
vines. 
If the two crops are 
planted primarily for the beans, they 
may be planted together, about cotton 
planting time, puffing the beans in 
between the hills of corn. 
However, 
when planted in this way the bean 
crop is favored to such an extent that 
the yield of corn is reduced, and if 
it is desired to get the largest yield 
of corn and fairly good growth of 
beans, it is a good plan to delay the 
planting of the beans until the corn 
is from six to twelve inches high. 
Velvet beans may also be planted in 
alternate rows with corn or two rows 
of beans and one of corn is sometimes 
planted. 
If the rows are made four 
to six feet apart, velvet beans may be 
planted in the middles. 
With four- 
foot 
rows and the early speckled 
variety, beans may be put eighteen 
inches apart. 
At this rate of plant­ 
ing. a bushel of beans will plant four 
acres. — Progressive Farm er.
